Kids’ Canoe Races Prelude 
To 398th Annual Marathon 


Carlisle Canoe Livery will sponsor the an- 
nual Kids Canoe Race this year on Friday, 
July 25th, the day before the annual canoe 
marathon. This race gives area youngsters 
their chance to race in a shortened version 
of the AuSable Canoe Marathon. 


Carlisle Canoes will again allow the par- 
ticipants to use rental canoes for practice 
runs at no charge, on weekdays only. The 
participants are responsible for their own 
pick-up of the canoes for the practice runs. 
Carlisle Canoes will not make pick-ups 
without charge. 

Permission slips must he signed to he in 
the race. Kids can pick them up at Carlisle 
Canoe Livery, 110 State Street, Grayling. 
Canoes to be used are aluminum 17-footers. 
Carlisle’s will provide canoes for those who 


do not have them. Paddles are to be no | 


more than 8 inches in width. The standard 
Carlisle paddle and most wooden paddles 
are the right sizes. No bent paddles will be 
allowed. 

There will be three age groups: 11-12 year 
olds, who race to Louie’s Landing, a 10 mile 
run. The 13-14 year olds also race to Louie’s 
Landing. The older group, the 15-17 year 
olds, race to Stephan’s Bridge, a 17 mile run. 

The kids will start the race at Carlisle 
Canoe Livery, at the State Street Bridge, 
promptly at 10:60 A.M. They should be at 
the livery at least 20-30 minutes before the 
race begins to hear the rules read aiid pick 
canoes.

Women Canoe Racers 
Seek Marathon Record 


American sport fans love the underdog, 
and they go nuts when a David whips a 
Goliath as when basketball’s 5’6” Spud 
Webb dethoned the giants in the slam dunk 
contest. 

When Lynne Witte and Nancy Shellhorse 
jump in their canoe at the start of the 39th 
Annual AuSable Marathon, they’re sure to 
hear a lot of support from more than 5,000 
race fans lining the banks. 

Witte and Shellhorse expect to be the only 
female team racing in this year’s marathon 
against 15 to 25 male teams in the 114-mile 
endurance test. 

Neither one of the women weigh more 
than 120 pounds, and they'll be competing 
head-to-head against male paddlers, some 
who weigh more than 200 pounds. 

But don’t feel to sorry for the Davids, 
Lynnes, or Nancys. This will be the seventh 
AuSable marathon in a row for Witte and 
she’s done something few men have accom- 
plished. She’s finished every marathon 
she’s started, including the first one. Even 
one of the greatest paddlers of all, Ralph 
Sawyer, did not finish the first marathon he 
attempted at age 15. 

“Fused to watch the marathon when I was 
younger,’”’ said Witte, a school teacher from 
Mount Clemens. “I think that helped 
prepare me for the race. I saw how tough it 
was and what you needed to finish the whole 
race,”’ 

Witte first paddled with her husband, Ken 
Witte, in 1980 finishing in a time of 19 hours 
13 minutes, and 30 seconds in the amateur 
class. 

In 1981, Lynne and Ken finished in 
19:28:28, and in 1982, they improved their 
time to finish in 18:13:22. In 1983, Witte 
teamed with Bev Gordon to finish 17:37:15 
and set an amateur record for fastest time 
by a female team. 


In 1984, Witte tested the professional class 
pairing with Steve Landick and finished fif- 
th overall in a time of 15:25:30, setting a 
mixed team record for fastest time. 

In 1985, Witte again finished fifth In the 


professional class, completing the race in 
15:52:25 with Tom Cannon. 

This year, Witte and Shellhorse are 
aiming at the professional women’s team 
record of 16:50:17 set by Valerie Fons and 
Ann Kobylenski in 1983. 

This will be the first AuSable marathon 
for Shellhorse. She won’t be able to paddle 
the AuSable for practice until a week before 
the race. 

For Witte, the AuSable marathon is the 
highlight of the canoe racing season for her. 

“There are a lot of other races we go to, 
the Nationals, the Clinton in New York, but: 
this is the biggest race for me, the best,’’ she 
said. 

“The longer the race the better for me,” 
she said. “The more the race depends on 
endurance, the better our chances. We’re 
not outstandingly strong. We can't outpad- 
dle those big guys.” 

After last year’s race, she bounced out of 
the cance at the finish line, said she felt 
great, and was ready to paddle some more. 

“I’m tired at the end, but it really doesn’t 
bother me like it bothers some people,” says 
Witte, 32. ‘The next day after one race I 
was out paddling again.” 

The worst part of the race for her is just 
before dawn. 

“The hardest section is Mio to McKinley 
for me. It’s usually cool and foggy and 
you're just waiting for the sun to come up. 
When the sun comes up, it really does give 
you a lift. For me it also takes the chill out 
of my bones.” 


Although many athletes, both female and — 


male, have tried to complete the marathon 
and failed, Witte shakes off praise that her 
six finishes in a row are incredible for a 
women weighing 115 pounds. 

‘‘Almost anyone can do it if they really set 
their mind to it,” she says. 

She also downsplays the attention given to 
women competing against the men. 

“It’s fun beating some of the big strong 
guys but the most important thing is what 
we get out of it ourselves. You learn a lot 
about yourself on that river.”’ 
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County Historical 
Museum Opens Again 


The Crawford County Historical Museum, 
located in the old railroad depot, was re- 
opened Saturday, July 12, after county offi- 
cials worked together to obtain necessary 
pormits for tlie Dullding. 

The depot was closed for 10 days, in- 
cluding the July 4th weekend, Historical 
Society members and the county board of 
commissioners closed the building because 
they felt the lack of permits would leave 
them open to the possibility of lawsuits if 
someone was injured. Museum officials said 
they received a couple of complaints about 
the depot not having permits. 

The Crawford County Historical Society 
operates the museum in the depot and Craw- 
ford County owns the building. 

Alvig will te good news about the 
museum reopening, Museum Director Bob 
Ruddy said the Caboose in front of the depot 
will be used for the headquarters for the 
Grayling Milltown Festival. Several Gray- 
ling firefighters have taken on the task of 
cleaning up the caboose. 

Some expensive news accompanied the 
other news for the depot. While a state build- 
ing inspector was checking the depot, he 
told Ruddy that a cement ramp would have 
to be placed before the door of the Canoe 
Racing Hall of Fame to make it accessible 
to wheelchairs. He also told Ruddy new 
stairs built in the depot would neve to be 
torn out and rebuilt. 

Ruddy said both of these orotate will be 
expensive and he will probably have to go to 
service clubs and organizations for their 
help. 


No-Kill Hearing 
Set for Aug. 18 


A summary disposition hearing con- 
cerning the no-kill fishing case has been 
set for 10 a.m. Monday, August 18, in 46th 
Circuit Court at the Crawford County 
Courthouse with Judge Alton T. Davis pre- 
siding. 

Attorneys for the Department of Natural 
Resources, the Natural Resources Com- 
mission, Ronald Skoog, and John Scott 
(defendants in the case} requested the 
summary disposition hearing. 

Plaintiffs Connie Binsfeld, Ralph Ost- 
ling, Harrison Goodhue, Peter Stephan, 
Dwight Hassan, Lacey Stephan, Jr., 
Clarence LaMotte, the City of Grayling, 
the Committee To Oppose Catch and 
Release, and The AuSable River Systems 
Property Owners Association had earlier 
won an injunction against a new ne-kill 
rule in April. The new law was supposed to 
go in effect the opening day of trout season 
on the ‘‘Holy Water” stretch of the main- 

| stream. 


“The community pitched in to get the 
depot reopened. I hope everyone will con- 
tinue to support this project,” said Ruddy. 

Ruddy said Crawford County Cammission 
Chairwoman Mary Harland, the chamber of 
commerce, and building and zoning director 
Bruce Jones worked hard to get the permits 
taken care of. And on Saturday, when the 
museum reopened, Ruddy said he was short 
of staff and county commissioner Jeannette 
Kitchen and county treasurer Joe Wakeley 
volunteered their time to help man the 
museum. 


North Branch 
Raft Missions 
Reports Vary 


AuSable North Branch property owners 
and Camp Grayling officials have dif- 
ferent reports concerning rafts with men 
floating down the North Branch. 

Walt Freyburger, the vice-president of 
the AuSable North Branch Area 
Association, says he was fishing in the 
river the evening of July 6th when four raf- 
ts loaded with uniformed men carrying 
rifles, canteens, and other paraphernalia 
went by him. Freyburger says three rafts 
with uniformed men went by him earlier in 
the evening and other property owners 
reported other rafts full of uniformed men 
on July 1, 4, and 6.on the North Branch in 
the Twin Bridge to Lovells Bridge area. 
On July 4th, a property owner reported the 


_ men got out of the rafts and trespassed on 


private property with maps and other 
equipment to view river features in what 
looked like a scouting expedition. 

Colonel Schmidt, Camp Grayling Com- 
mander, says there was no authorized 
military mission using the North Branch. 
Schmidt said the rafts were civilian- 
purchased and it is not known who was in 
the rafts. He said extensive checking of 
military records showed no authorized 
training exercises using the river. He said 
Camp Grayling definitely has no plans to 
ever use the North Branch for authorized 
military training exercises. Camp 
Grayling officials are working closely with 
the DNR to determine who the men were in 
the rafts, he said. 

Freyburger said the rafts loaded with 
men were bumping into obstructions and 
getting stuck in the river which has an 
average depth of about a foot in that area. 
He noted that stretch of the river was 
selected by the state as quality fishing 
water for flies only, and he said he was 
writing letters to inform other fishermen 
what was taking place on this section of 
prime trout water. 
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On Saturday, July 26, the Milltown Jail 
will be open for business next to the Caboose 
in downtown Grayling from 10 a.m. until 2 
p.m. During this time, if a special Milltown 
Cop detains an offender without a Milltown 
Button, that person will be jailed until bail is 
met. The Caboose will be open as the 
Milltown Information Center and bail (a 
button) will be available there for $2. 
Milltown Buttons are also the admission for 
the Kielbasa and Beer Tent on Friday and 
Saturday, July 25 and 26, at Spike’s Keo ‘O 
Nails. The Dixieland Band will be perfor- 
ming there on Friday. Milltown Buttons for 
1986 are now available at most area mer- 
chants. 


Milltown 50/50 tickets and McDonald’s 
Coupons are also available now. These also 
help fund the many activities planned for 
the 1986 Milltown Festival. Raffle tickets 
are $1. The drawing for the winner will be 
held 8 p.m. on July 26 at Ray’s Canoe 
Livery.

Safety 

Safety is everyone’s con- 
cern - both the elderly person 
and those persons responsi- 
ble for their care. Some 
older persons may neglect 
the simplest safety pre- 
cautions because they do not 
understand their impor- 
tance. Others more actively 
resist any suggestion that 
safety precautions are need- 
ed. Perhaps some older 
people tend to negate the 
need for safety because ad- 
mitting there is a need, 
drives home more forcibly 
the knowledge that they are 
no longer as independent and 
sure of themselves as they 
used to be. Constant vigi- 
lance is needed to safeguard 
the elderly both at home and 
in patient-care facilities. 
Responsible persons must 
always assess situations for 
potential hazards and then 
see that these threats are 
controlled or eliminated. 

Persons aged sixty-five 
and over comprise some- 
what over 11% of the total 
population, yet this same 
group accounts for 28% of all 
accidental deaths and 13% of 
all hospitalized accident vic- 
tims. There can be no ques- 
tion that when past sixty- 
five, a person is far more 
prone to serious or poten- 
tially serious accidents as a 
result of accidents as a 
result of accidents, the elder- 
ly suffer fractures and 
burns, and face long-term 
rehabilitation and even 
death. 

Constant vigilance is need- 
ed to safeguard patients in 
care facilities from falling. 
It must be remembered that 
these persons are patients 
because of failing physical 
and mental powers. 

Additional precautions for 
their safety must be taken. 
While usually only one or two 
elderly people need to be the 
concern of a single family, 
the nurse is responsible for 
the safety of a large number 
in a care facility, When con- 
fusion is a factor, environ- 
mental control and secured 
grounds are protected by 
high walls or fences, con- 
fused patients can be allow- 
ed to wander at will with 
minimum restrictions.

The early immigrants were grateful; 
many of the illegals cynically come in on 
the wings of fraudulent marriage and 
fraudulent passports.” 


Mr. Conner, acknowledging the past, 


claims “legal immigration has enriched 
and inspired generations of 
Americans...but all good things have their 
limits... We cannot take all of the world’s 
displeased and _ dispossessed...Im- 
migration has helped this country, but 
immigration that is out of control could 
destroy the fabric that holds the nation 
together.”

STRONG WORDS, and strong, sobering 
thoughts, especially on the occasion of the 
anniversary of the Statue of Liberty. 
Perhaps the timing is significant, 
however, because it is obvious the United 
States must take a hard, long look at our 
immigration laws. 

The emotional answer should be that 
American is, indeed, the haven for the 
homeless, the new chance for the world’s 
“huddled masses, yearning to breathe 
free.’ If that had not been the answer in 
the past, where would any of us be? . 

But the logical response may be quite 
different. 

At any rate, happy birthday to our Lady 
of Liberty! And happy birthday, America!

Recently I have received 
complaints and inquiries as 
to the use of ‘“‘jet skis’’ on 
rivers in the area, 
specifically the AuSble 
River mainstream in the 
McMasters Bridge vicinity. 
Act 303 (the Marine Safety 
Act) does not specifically 
say that the use of such 
vessels is illegal on rivers. 
However, there are certain 
restrictions on the operation 
of any vessel which may ap- 


ply. 

These restrictions are: 

1. Must be registered, with 
numbers displayed. 

2. Must have Personal 
Flotation device for each 
person on board. 

3. Must yield right-of-way 
to non-powered vessels. 

4. Must be operated with 
due regard for the safety of 
others... 

5. Must not interfere 
unreasonably with lawful 
use by others of the water- 
way. 

6. Must be operated at a 
slow - no wake speed when 
within 100 feet of any dock, 
raft or other vessel moored 
or at anchor, or within 100 
feet of shore when the water 
depth is less than 3 feet. 

7. Must not be operated in 
a careless or reckless man- 
ner. 

There are very few places 
on our rivers where a vessel 
will be further than 100 feet 
from a dock, shore or other 
vessel. 

Therefore, I would say this 
operation of a jet ski at other 
than a slow - no wake speed 
would be unlawful in most 
instances on our rivers. 

If a serious problem is 
developing, perhaps a local 
watercraft control would be 
in order. This is a move 
initiated by local residents 
through their 
government to restrict use 
on bodies of water.

Grayling — Like most 
Grayling area flyfishermen,

Q: How can I distinguish between 
the two games?

Also, Super Lotto 
tickets say 6/44 at the top while Regular 
Lotte tickets state 6/40. And, all Satur- 
day dates are for Super Lotto drawings. 
Wednesday dates are for Regular Lotto 
drawings. 


Q: How come Michigan has not had 
the $20-$40 million Jackpots some 
other states have experienced? 


A: So far Michigan players have been 
very successful in beating the odds. But, 
the game is still new and we expect to sce 
some very large dackpot prizes in the 
future. 


Q: What has been the largest Super 
Lotto Jackpot prize? How about 
Match-4 and Match-5 prizes? 


A: Through June, the largest indi- 
vidual Jackpot prize awarded was $10 
million, won by Rose Marie Lajoie of 
Livonia on June 28. Two other lucky 
winners shared a $10 million Jackpot 
from the May 31 drawing. In the first Ul 
drawings, a total of nearly $39 million 
was won by Super Lotto players. Win- 
ners matching five numbers cailected a 
total of $3.4 million on prizes averaging 
$3,051 cach, and $5.5 million went to 
players matching four of the winning 
pumbers for an average prize of $94 


each. 


Q: Why is there no subscription play 
for the 6 of 44 Super Lotto game? 
A; Subscription play was offered when 
the original Lotte game began in 1984 
because there were not as many Lottery 
terminals statewide as there are today. 
We will continue to add more terminals 
to serve players better, diminishing the 
need for subscription play. For those who 
find it difficult Lo get to a Lottery 
retailer, an advance wagering system 1s 
sing studied.

Angelica, the botanical 
name being Angelica ar- 
changelica, is synonymous 
to good, angel, and some 
would even say to 


Christianity. The.day .of 


Michael the Archangel used 
to be May 8, during which 
time the Angelica blooms, 
hence the reason for the 
name. Others claim that an 
archange) revealed in a 
vision that Angelica would 
cure the plague. In time, 
Angelica came to be known 
as a simply Angelic and 
known widely as ‘‘The Root 
of the Holy Ghost.”’ 

It could be that Angelica 
derived its name because the 
pagans used to use it to ward 
off witches and evil spirits 
and their spells. Peasants 
used to tie Angelica leaves 
around the necks of children 
to protect them from harm. 
In Angelica’s lore it is said 
that it is the custom in the 
lake district of what was on- 
ce Latvia for country 
peasants to take part in an 
annual procession, carrying 
Angelica stems to sell in the 
towns. Part of the 
procession is the chanting of 
a chorus with words so old 
that no one knows what they 
mean. The ritual is simply 
an early-summer custom 
and the words of the chorus 
have been passed from 
generation to generation. 

Angelica’s stem has been 
candied or cut and prepared 
like asparagus. The leaves, 
fresh or dried, added to 
soups and strews~about a 
half tablespoon to serve four 
in the last minutes of 
cooking. in Iceland, the 
stems and roots are eaten 
raw, with butter. Nor- 
wegians make a bread of the 
roots. Angelica has long had 
commercial value as a 
flavoring in wines and 
liqueurs, and occasionally as 


an ingredient in perfumes. 


And to think that you and I 
thought it was just a 
fascinating plant. 
Savory your thyme until 
next week, darlin’.

Snakes, on the 
other hand apparently sleep 
most of the time. According 
to one observer they are 
awake only for two or three 
hours a day. 

Most of the birds we are 
familiar with are active dur- 
ing the daylight hours and 
therefore sleep during the 
hours of darkness. We 
seldom see birds sleeping 
because they are very 
secretive about their choice 
of sleeping spots. While 
birds do not necessarily 
Sleep in the same location 
each night they do select a 
place where they are well 
hidden. Some birds select 
thick conifers where they 
snuggle up close to the trunk. 

Being close to the trunk of 
a tree or bush serves alss ts 
protect them from the wind 
which they will face to keep 
their feathers down. If you 
have wondered why a bird 
does not fall off its night time 
perch, keep in mind that a 
bird has a long muscle and 
tendon, which runs from the 
toes the whole length of the 
leg. When a bird perches, its 
kneeds and ankles bend to 
automatically tighten the 
muscle and tendon. The ten- 
don contracts the bird’s toes, 
which thus grip the branch 
or perch, virtually locking it 
in place.

Mr. Madsen, 

I want to start off by say- 
ing, contrary to the prevail- 
ing rumor, I DID NOT write 
the letter “That shut down 
the Depot.” Secondly, the 
letter that was written DID 
NOT “‘shut down the Depot” 
and DID NOT contain 
threats of lawsuits, as was 
implied in Avalanche ar- 
ticles. The Depot was “‘shut 
down’’ by the very people 
who were running it! Why? I 
think because they realized, 
finally, that what they were 
doing was in violation of the 
State of Michigan codes that 
are supposed to be enforced 
by the owners of the Depot, 
the County of Crawford. 

What is so bad about not 
being in compliance with 
State codes? Only that it 
leaves the county wide open 
for another lawsuit if anyone 
suffers even the slightest in- 
jury at the Depot or “Hall of 
Fame” building. The ‘“‘let- 
ter” was not threatening a 
lawenit, if was trying to 
warn the county of the possi- 
bility of one if they allowed 
the non-compliance of state 
construction and barrier- 
free codes. Again, contrary 
to prevailing thinking, the 
county controlled buildings 
are not exempt from these 
codes. The county may, and 
since have, waive the permit 
fees, but they have no 
authority to waive the 
permits or the enforcement 
of the codes. 

Instead of condemning the

complaint has triggered the 
start of the necessary 
corrections at the Depot. 
Steps that should have been 
taken months ago have 
taken only a few days now 
that the Depot people are 
willing to admit they aren't 
above the law.

The Depot complex was 
closed by the Crawford 
County Historical Society, 
who has the responsibility of 
daily operation, when they 
very adeptly perceived that 
without proper building per- 
mits and without meeting 
building code standards, the 
County of Crawford, who is 
the sole owner of the Depot 
building, was being left ex- 
posed to the possibility of an 
injury lawsuit. No such law- 
suit was ever threatened by 
any local businessperson or 
anyone else. With the recent 
decisions, closing the 
Museum was a very smart 
move and the County Board 
of Commissioners, as f un- 
derstand, concurred with 
that decision. 

The Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce, 
from the onset of this 
project, has had absolutely 
no authority in making any 
decisions concerning either 
the Depot, Caboose or the In- 
ternational Canoe Racing 
Hall of Fame. I have served 
as an advisor and supporter 
through the whole project, 
but I have never been given 
any real authority. 

The Chamber also has not, 
nor will we, give any names 
to the press of people who 
have expressed concerns 
over the legalities of this 
project. It is common sense 
that the project will have a 
lasting and positive benefit 
to Grayling and all concerns 
expressed have recognized 
that fact. 

There has been tremen- 
dous community support for 
the Museum/Hall of Fame p- 
project and now we cannot 
let rumors and innuendos 
threaten the unity of the 
community. As of this 
writing all County and His- 
torical Society officials are 
working very hard and very 
harmoniously to meet the 
permit and code require- 
ments. My otfice has offered 
its services also. Now is the
